Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant argued that claim 27, reciting the structure as a silica, 
should be included within the elected specie since silica can be a metal. This was not persuasive. First, silica is not 
characterized as a metal, and applicant's specification adequately points that out in published paragraphs [0052] and 
[0058]. Secondly, the silica of claim 27 is directed to the structure, not the surface. Applicant elected "oxide" as the 
particular structure and claim 27 recites the structure as an amino group. 
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
